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the arch hollowed out for the reception of the tubes, stand 
towering over the foaming waters. The traveller is also at- 
tracted by the colossal sculpture of four monster lions, which 
distinguish the entrances to the tubes—two at each end, couched 
on the summit of lofty pedestals. They contain about 8000 
cubic feet of limestone. Near to the stage on which the tubes 
are erected are eight pontoons, two of iron, and the others of 
wood, ready for floating the first tube to its resting-place 
between the pillars. This has just been completed. The 
piles on which it was built have been removed, and it now 
rests on two walls of masonry, erected at either end, affording 
sufficient room for placing the immense pontoons beneath. 
Its strength has been tested with satisfactory results. Coils 
of rope cable, which will be used to guide the tube when afloat, 
by means of strong capstans fixed on the shore, have been 
brought to the spot, and experiments are being daily made by 
the parties on whom the responsibility of removal rests, to 
ensure success. The ponderous hydraulic machinery for 
raising the tube to its proper elevation is being placed in the 
archway of the towers, and the preparations in every depart- 
ment are carried on with great earnestness. The length of the 
bridge when completed will exceed a quarter of amile. On 
Tuesday the great engineering achievement was accomplished 
with extraordinary éc/at, The engineers engaged in the ope- 
ration were up during nearly all night, such is the interest felt 
in the experiment. The great tube was floated to its destined 
resting-place. The length is exactly 470 feet, being 12 feet 
longer than the clear span between the towers, and the greatest 
span as yet attempted. This additional length is intended to 
afford a temporary bearing of six feet at each end, after they 
are raised into their places, until there is time to form the con- 
nection between them across the towers. The towers for sup- 


' porting the tube are of a like magnitude with the entire work. 


The Great Britannia tower, in the centre of the straits, is 62 
feet by 52 feet at its base, upon the rock; its total height from 
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the bottom, 230 feet ; it contains 138,625 cubic feet of limestone, 
and 144,625 of sandstone. It weighs 20,000 tons, and there 
are 387 tons of cast iron built into it in the shape of beams and 
girders. Its province is to sustain the four ends of the four 
long iron tubes, which will span the straits from shore to 
shore. The total quantity of stone contained in the bridge is 
1,500,000 cubic feet. The first series of operations were com- 
pleted at half-past nine on Wednesday week; that is, the 
unparalleled exploit of depositing the tube, after one or two mis- 
adventures, which, contrasted with the magnitude of the 
labour, sank into insignificance, was accomplished, after the 
most anxious and critical toil. In addition to Mr. Stephenson, 
Captain Claxton, Mr, Clarke, Mr. Brunel, and Mr. Locke were 
on the tube, rendering valuable and unceasing assistance 
throughout the perilous process. The applause of the mul- 
titude, mingled with salutes of cannon, continued for upwards 
of half an hour after the completion of the experiment, which 
was celebrated by the engineers on the tube and pontoons in 
successive rounds of champagne. Such was the nicety of the 
arrangements, and skill and quickness of the directing power 
on the top of the tube, and the moment of its progress to the 
spot so geometrically measured, that the success of the final 
step was unerringly secured. The vigorous action of a giant 
vice upon the Anglesey end of the tube, and which clinched 
its extremity and held it fast, was an important point in the 
action. ‘The next operation, that of elevating the tube to its 
permanent position, will be accomplished as soon as possible. 
This is to be done by huge hydraulic presses of a magnitude 
commensurate with the size of the works, one cylinder alone 
being almost large enough at the entrance to contain a man 
standing, and of the ponderous weight of 40 tons. It is the 
most powerful machine ever constructed. The two end tubes 
will now be raised, and it is expected, from the rapidity of the 
movements, that this great iron highway over the straits will 
be ready for the passage of trains in the autumn, Mr. C. J. 
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Mare, the contractor of these stupendous works, has enter- 
tained at dinner, at the George Hotel, Bangor Ferry, a 
numerous party of directors and engineers, and other distin- 
guished company. $ 

A vessel from Liverpool, on the evening of Saturday last, 
laden with a general cargo, passed up the straits, and, when 
in the vicinity of the tube, struck against it. Her main boom 
was broken; but fortunately so as to attach her to the tube, 
and hold her fast until assistance could be rendered, Neither 
lives nor property to any extent were lost. She had refused 
the assistance of a steam-tug; but, notwithstanding, the 
the company have guaranteed the expense of her repairs. 


PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 

As far as I can judge, the bellowing despatches of the renowned 
Oudinot are productive only of a combined feeling of ridicule and 
disgust ; and I presume that in England the same sentiment pre- 
vails. The Prince President is heartily tired of the whole affair, 
and would withdraw from it, if he could, under any colourable 
pretext—but that is wanting. Who it was that originally prompted 
this unwise business, I cannot imagine; certainly not the Prince 
himself, who, though young, has abundance of sound judgment. 
Mazzini’s letter is a most severe comment on Oudinot’s proceed- 
ings. He says :—‘‘ France, after having fought against us, block- 
aded us, disarmed us, deprived us of all our resources, condemned 
us to see, with arms in our hands, our territory invaded by Austria, 
now says to us—‘I will have Rome. I will have it without con- 
ditions, without a programme, or I will endeavour to crush it, to 
bombard its monuments, which are venerated by all Europe, and 
to massacre its brave population.’ To that,’”’ he continues, ‘‘ there 
is only one reply to make, and we shall make it. I know not 
whether we shall fall, but I know that there are falls which 
confer honour !”” : 

They say that, during the last exploits of the Neapolitan army 
against the Republic of Rome, General Garibaldi pressed the 
soldiers of the King so hard that, in their wonderfully rapid 
march back to their own frontiers, a part of the military baggage of 
his Majesty fell into the hands of his indefatigable pursuers, 
Amongst other warlike articles were found eight beautiful tele- 
scopes which the King highly valued, as two of them belonged to 
no less a personage than the Emperor Napoleon, by whom they 
had been given to Murat. The Neapolitans consider the loss of 
these telescopes as ominous of coming blindness! 

The mother of General Cavaignac is no more. She was one of 
the daughters of M. de Corancez, a learned Orientalist, at one 
time consul in the Levant, and who, with M. Reederer, founder of 
the Journal de Paris. Madame de Cavaignac was one of the 
ladies of the bedchamber to the Queen of Naples, who was asister 
of Napoleon. Her husbanl was director of the domains of the 
kingdom of Naples, and his brother, General the Viscount de Ca- 
vaignac, was a member of the late Chamber of Peers. Madame 
de Cavaignac possessed great and varied erudition; and M. de 
Ravignan, in conversations with her, was astonished at her in- 
formation on religious topics. ; 

Your journals say 
he is in London; but the Evénement publishes the following from 
Berne, dated the 2lst:—‘t M. Ledru Rollin, accompanied by two 
other persons, arrived here yesterday evening by the diligence from 
Basle. This day at noon he left by the Berne diligence for Geneva. 
The report of his presence having been circulated, nearly 1500 per- 
sons assembled in front of the hotel at the moment of the departure 
of the diligence, but M. Ledru Rollin, wishing to escape from pub- 
lic curiosity, had walked on, and only took his seat in the carriage 
at the Morat gate.’’

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION AND 
DRESS. 

Flounces continue to be the favourite trimming for the skirts 
of dresses. Some dresses of thin China silk have lately been 
made with narrow flounces reaching nearly to the waist, the 
flounces being put on in sets three by three, with a space 


between each set. For silk dresses the corsage is usually 
plain, made open in front, and sometimes with revers in the 
form of a pelerine ; that is to say, the revers extending round 
the back of the corsage, where it falls rather deep, and, gra- 
dually narrowing, meets in a point in front. This revers may 
be trimmed with three narrow frills. The sleeves are wide at 
the lower part of the arm, and trimmed at the ends with frills. 

Some of the most elegant dresses of the season have been 
trimmed with quillings of ribbon, instead of flounces of the 
same material as the dress. ‘Twelve or fourteen of these 
ribbon flounces are frequently put on the skirt of a 
dress; but the number should invariably be regulated 
by the height of the wearer. They may be ranged in 
groups of three or four together. ‘The corsages of these 
dresses are ornamented with quillings of ribbon. A 
trimming of three or four frills of ribbon up the front of 
the skirt is a simple and favourite style for walking 
dresses, 

A ball dress, recently made in Paris for a lady of 
rank in London, was of white tulle, with three jupes. 
The first or undermost of the three jupes was composed 
of tulle de Lyons, and was trimmed with one broad 
flounce, edged with three rows of narrow white silk 
braid. The two upper jupes were not flounced, but 
were each trimmed with seven rows of braid. The cor- 
sage was made with a draped front; and the short 


sleeves were i la Grecque, that is to say, rather longer 
than they have heretofore been worn, edged with three 
rows of braid, and were looped up on one side with a 
spray of white eglantine, mingled with berries. A wreath 
for the hair formed of white eglantine, wild plums, and 
berries, completed this elegant costume, 

In muslin dresses the flounces are usually made 
broader than when the dress is composed of a heavier 
texture, such as silk, Dinner dresses of white tarletane, 
or of Indian muslin, with broad flounces, have this 
summer been much worn by some of the leading fashion- 
able belles of Paris.

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NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


SPAIN.—The Queen-mother has been slightly indisposed at Aranjuez. 

Yrany.—ANcona.—After a severe bombardment, Ancona capitulated on 
the evening of the 18th. The city and forts were occupied by the besieging 
troops on the 19th. P 

RomeE.—Shot and shell are incessantly discharged against the walls, and 
the Tirailleurs pop at every man who shows his head out of cover; while the 
Romans stand to their guns on the bastions with the greatest spirit. 
Hitherto the vapouring Oudinot has done little or nothing. Our readers 
will say, ‘“‘ The lv-s the better!” 

SARDINIA.—Dates from Turin to the 2lst inst. state that the Austrians, 
having evacuated Alessandria, had occu, ied the territory of Valenza. 

Prussia.—BERLIN.—Che unfriendly disposition of the Austrian Govern- 
ment is the subject which chiefly absorbs the cabinet at Berlin—the drawing 
together of an important force iu Silesia to be prepared for all eventualities 
is announced. ‘The number of these troops is stated at 100,000 men. i 

BADEN AND THE PALATINATE.—Carlsruhe is occupied by the Prussians. 
Mieroslawski is said to have withdrawn the remnant of his forces to the 
Upper Neckar and into the defiles of the Black Forest. 

VENICE.—The Austrian shells reach no further than the canal, Reggio, 
which has been abandoned by all those who are not engaged in its defence. 

AUSTRIA AND HuNGARY. — Vienna papers contain an official statement 
of the defeat of the Imperialist brigades under Generals Rott and Theys- 
sing. On the other hand, there is a rumour of a victory which the Impe- 
rialists are asserted to have obtained under Wohlgemuth. 

Huncary.—From the interior of Hungary we learn that by an order of 
Kossuth the numerous prisoners of war have been employed in constructing 
the railroad to Szolaok. Upon the motion of Palocky, in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, a salary ot 200,000 florins has been voted to the President. 

POLAND.—WARSAW.—The Czar intends to take up his residence at War- 
saw, where the corps diplomatique have already arrived from St. Petersburg. 
The Emperor is much depressed, not only by passing events, which call for 
all his energy, but also by the illness of his son-in-law, the Duke of Leuch- 
tenberg. He appears to be deeply sensible of the importance of his mission, 
and anxious, by his extraordinary activity, to convince all of the important 
position of Russia. 

DENMARK AND THE DucHIES.—The German army in Jutland has re- 
sumed its advance to the north. The head-quarters were transferred to 
Jexen, a German mile to the north of Skanderburg. 

Tue UNITED STATES.—The royal mail steamer Niagara, Captain Ryrie, 
arrived at Liverpool on Monday, after a quick voyage from New York, which 
port she left on the 13th, and calling at Halifax, which she quitted on the 
16th inst. The Niagara brought 128 passengers. There is no later news 
from California. The United States ship Lexington reached New York from 
San Francisco on the 10th inst., bringing 1218 lb. of gold. 

BaLLy.—The Dutch expedition, which lett Batavia for the purpose of 
accomplishing the subjugation of Bally, had commenced operations with 
encouraging success. 


CANADA.—MOoNTREAL.—The letters and papers arrived by the Niagara 
contain Lord Elgin’s official despatch announcing the riots, and Lord Grey’s 
answer, together with the comments of the English press; and though 
mixed feelings,and some of them of no very agreable character, have been 
excited thereby, still affairs look much more hopeful than they did a few 
weeks back. 

INDIA AND CHINA.—THE OVERLAND MAILS.—The overland despatches 
from India have arrived, with dates from Calcutta of May 2; Bombay, 
May 12; Madras, May 9; and China, April 24. The following (from the 
Bombay Times of May 12) confirms a fact which has already appeared :— 
‘©The Maharanee Chunda Koonwur, the mother of Dhulleep Singh, late 
Maharajah of the Punjaub, having been removed from Benares to Chunar 
for cafe custody, on the night of the 18th of April contrived to make her 
escape from prison, to elude her guards, and to leave no trace behind her. 
After ten days of wondering where she could have gone, she has just been 
heard of in Nepaul—this celebrated beauty having travelled three hundred 
miles in the disguise of a holy man, or pilgrim, through the most populous 
part of Bengal. On intimating her arrival, all she asked for from the court 
was leave to live at liberty—a request not likely to be conceded to her.” 
Arrangements for the settlement of the Punjaub are in progress. 

THURSDAY.—BY EXTRAORDINARY Express.—The latest dates by this 
arrival are—Calcutta, May 8; and Bombay, May 21. All was quiet in the 
Punjaub. The fugitive Kanee, having been given up, is to be sent back to 
Chunar. Sir C. Napier reached Calcutta on Sunday, May 6. 

ENGLISH LADIES IN THE PuNsJaUB.— The Governor-General has 
directed the immediate return to Lahore and Jullundur respectively, of all 
ENGLISH LADIES in various parts of the Punjaub, their travelling expenses 
to be paid by the Government. 

CaNTON.— The Chinese Government having wholly declined to carry 
into effect the stipulations entered into between Sir John Davis and Keying 
two years ago, her Majesty’s Plenipotentiary directs that no British subject 
shall for the present attempt to enter Canton. It is also to be inferred that 
no steps are to be adopted on the part of the Government to enforce an 
entrance at this conjuncture. 

(May 21. Bombay.) Business had recommenced at Canton.

Exection or Suerirrs.—The election of sheriffs for London 
and Middlesex has taken place at Guildhall. There was a considerable 
number of liverymen present. Mr. Hale proposed, in addition to the names 
on the list, that of Mr. D. Nicoll (of paletot notoriety), on whom and on 
whose father he passed a warm eulogium as men of business. The proposal 
having been seconded, Alderman Lawrence and others claimed to be per- 
mitted to serve another year as alderman before being nominated for the 
shrievalty. There was then a show of hands, which was declared to bein 
favour of Mr. Nicoll and Mr. Peto.

MUSICAL REVIEWS. 


12 Lezione di Canto, di Giacinto Marras. Published by Messrs. 
Leader and Cocks, 63, New Bond-street. — Signor Marras has 
conferred a great benefit upon vocal amateurs by the publication of 
this elegant and useful set of studies. The first characteristic which 
presents itself to the student is the reality of the study; each 
being an aria; each bearing with it a sentiment, the just utterance 
of which is rendered plain by the accompanying observations and 
indications of the composer. The exercises range widely; they 
illustrate every branch of vocal art, from the grave style of the canto 
spianato, suited to ecclesiastical music, to the brilliant cabaletta of 
the opera. Inall there is an inspiration drawn from the sentiment 
of the poetry, which is well chosen by Signor Marras, whose refined 
taste has led him to worthy sources. The examples aim at in- 
fusing into the mind of the pupils the necessity of throwing them- 
selves into the poetry of their art by poetizing their study (poetizate 
lo studio). Upon this, the advice of his own maestro, Signor Marras 
lays the utmost stress; and we think it is hardly possible to miss 
the attainment of its aim, if the excellent instructions which accom- 
pany each Jezione be followed out. We would urge upon every 
amateur of taste the perusal of the eloquent preface, or introduc- 
tory letter, of Signor Marras. To him, his bellissima arte is a 
“thing of beauty—a joy for ever.’ ‘‘ Beato chi canta,” he says,

HOOK, 
Materials—Half an ounce 
of pink four-thread Ber-

circle of three inches and 
a half diameter; there should be 140 stitches round the edge,

2nd row white.—Work two treble long stitches into every 
space, 1 chain stitch between each. 

3rd row pink.—Work 1 open crochet into 
every space, 1 chain; repeat. 

4th row pink.—1 plain crochet, 2 chain, 
miss 20, 1 plain; repeat. 

Tack the loops in the centre, and sew on a 
pearl watch-hook. 


BRAID WORK. 
YOUNG LADY'S BONNET, 
Take six pieces of the very best cotton braid, 
cut out in stiff paper the shape of the bonnet, 


begin with the top of crown, baste the braid 
on the paper round and round till it covers 
entirely the paper, then sew the edges of the 
braid together, making your seam as even as 
possible. 

The second part of the crown is a straight 
band of paper joined behind so as to forma 
round; make it rather lower than you want it 
to be, because it is the only part that will 
stretch much. When you have covered it 
with braid, basted round and round, begin to 
sew it first to the last row of the round 
part of the crown, then all over to the end; then baste the 
braid on the shape of the brim, and sew it like the other part, 
beginning with the narrowest part, which is to be sewn to the 
crown. When all is properly sewn, take the paper off, get the 
bonnet washed, and give it to your bonnet-cleaner, directing 
him to make the stiffening with starch, gum, and whitening, 
If properly done it will be perfectly white, and as firm as 
white chip. 


CROCHET, 


TRIMMING FOR BONNET, 
Flower and Wreath, 
Materials—Take three shades of any colour you please of half- 
twist silk, 

With the lightest shade make five veins of ten stitches each. 
Take the next shade, work round one of the veins two stitches 
in double crochet, eighteen long stitches and two double crochet, 
making thus two additional long stitches in the top loop. 
Introduce a fine wire in the edge of this row and the following 
by working it in the two last loops of each stitch, 
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The following row alike, except that four additional stitches 
‘are made at the top instead of two, and a deeper shade used. 

Next row, a deeper shade still, Work four double-crochet 
stitches, then three long stitches in the next loop ; repeat one 
double-crochet stitch and three long till within four from the 
end, these four in double crochet. No wire in this row. 

When you have made the three petals, make a centre for the 
flower in’ comb wool; tie the petals round it, sewing together 
the base of the petals to the height of the four double-crochet 
stitches. 

Then take a wire, and, with green half-twist silk, work on 
the wire one double-crochet stitch, five long three times. 
Fold the wire: this makes a small leaf. Five are necessary : 
place one between each petal. 

Your flower being finished, set it in a rosette of white net on 
the front of the bonnet; then make for the sides a wreath of 
leaves, worked as follows, each on a separate wire :— 

Two double crochet, five long stitches for one double crochet. 
After making five times one double crochet, five long stitches, 
end with two double crochet. Fold the wire in two. About 
eleven leaves for each side wreath. Place the leaves on each 
side of the stem, covering the stem with green silk, and join 
the two wreaths behind the bonnet under a rosette of ribbon. 

NETTING. 
BILLIARD POCKET. 

Take a mesh No. 4anda ballof fine twine; make two founda- 
tions, one twenty-four stitches, the other fourteen. On the first 
foundationnet twelverows, then take the second foundation, work 
all the stitches in continuation of the last row; after the last 
stitch of the row, net the first of the other end so as to make a 
round ; net twenty rounds with all the stitches in the four 
following rounds; after every five stitches take two loops as one ; 
then net a band with a flat mesh about an inch broad; gather 
the stitches in the last row of small loops, fasten off tight the 
loops of the last row; make a small tassel. 


EMBROIDERY. 

INITIALS AND NAMES FOR HANDKEROHIEFS. 
Materials—French working cotton No.120; a coloured in-grain 
cotton. 

Work in satin, tambour, or buttonhole stitch, as may be 


preferred. 


TO CORRESPONDENTS. 

FRANCES. — Commence with nine stitches; work three rows in double 
crochet, increasing a stitch at the beginning and end of each row; two 
rows—! long, 2 chain stitches, miss 2, increasing as before. Work these 
five rows again, then two rows in double crochet. This completes the 
front of the shoe. For the sides, work ten stitches, alternately two rows, 
1 long, 2 chain, and three rows double crochet, till the length required is 
worked; join the end to the side of front, work a band for the ankle, line 
with silk, and sew in a small cork sole. .

LAW AND POLICE. 


THE DUKE OF BRUNSWICK v. HARMER.—LIBEL. 

Court oF QUEEN’s BENCH.—(Before Lord Denman and a Special Jury. )— 
This was an action brought by the Duke of Brunswick to recover com- 
pensation in damages from James Harmer, Esq., the proprietor of the 
Dispatch newspaper, tor four libels which had been published in that paper 
concerning him, The Duke of Brunswick appeared in person to conduct 
his own case; and Sir F. Thesiger, Q.C., Mr. Sergeant Talfourd, and Mr. 
Martin, appeared for the defendant.—The Duke of Brunswick read a long 
speech to the jury, in which, after commenting upon the libels which had 
appeared against him in the Satirist newspaper, proceeded to say that the 
first libel in the Dispatch of which he complained was dated the 19th of Sep- 
tember, 1880, which referred to the duke seeking refuge in England, and 
called him a “ wretch” and a “monster,” and stated that he had been 
justiy expelled from his dominions by his subjects, whom he had outraged. 
The other libels were dated the 3rd of Oct., 1847, the 10th of Oct., 1847, the 
26th of Sept., 1847, and the 12th of March, 1848, which alleged that the 
duke was a tyrant who had outraged the feelings of his subjects, had violated 
the laws, and had broken open private letters, &c. &c.—The jury retired, 
and, after being absent for about twenty minutes, returned into court, and 
stated they found for the plaintiff—Damages £500. 


THE AGAPEMONISTS.—A LADY NAMED NOTTIDGE v. RIPLEY 
AND ANOTHER. 

CourT OF EXCHEQUER, WESTMINSTER, Monday, June 25.—(Before the 
Lord Chief Baron.)—Mr. Cockburn, Q.C., and Mr. M. Smith, conducted the 
case for the plaintiff; Sir F. Thesiger, Q.C., Mr. Crowder, Q.C., and Mr. 
Bovill, appeared for the defendants.—Mr. Cockburn, in stating the plaintiff’s 
case, said that it involved circumstances of the most serious and painful 
character. The plaintiff,a maiden lady, past the meridian of life, came 
before the jury to complain of the conduct of the defendants, one her brother 
and the other her trustee, for having confined her in a lunatic asylum with- 
out any justification whatever. (The defendants pleaded, first, not guilty; 
and, secondly, that the plaintiff was a dangerous lunatic.) The plaintiff 
(Miss Nottidge) was in possession, in her own right, of a sum of £6000 
invested in the public funds. She was residing, in the latter part of the 
year 1846, at Rose-hill, in Suffolk, with her mother. She had three sisters— 
one married a Mr. Cobb, the other a Mr. Price, and the third a Mr. Thomas. 
In the year named she had been on a visit to her sisters, and accompanied 
them from Weymouth to Taunton, from thence to Exeter, and ultimately 
they took up their residence at Spaxton and Charlidge. It appeared that 
Mr. Price, Mr. Cobb, and Mr. ‘thomas adopted and adhered to certain 
peculiar religious notions, in which, however, they did not stand by any 
means alone. The plaintiff held similar opinions. The sect or community to 
which these gentlemen belonged was at one time known by the appellation 
of “ ‘The Lampeter Brethren,” but they had at length established themselves 
at Charlidge, and the establishment, which was large and respectable, was 
called Agapemone, or the ‘‘ Abode of Love.” ‘There were an attorney and 
fifty or sixty people living in the Agapemone. There were horses and 
carriages for the use of the inmates. The Agapemonists considered the 
world would shortly be at an end, and all they did tothe glory of God, It 
appeared that the lady (the plaintiff) had been, against her own forcible 
remonstrances, taken away from Charlidge to the lunatic asylum.—Sir F. Pol- 
lock, in summing up, said it appeared to him to have been conceded upon all 
sides that the verdict must be for the plaintiff. The only question for the 
jury was the amount of damages. He was certainly of opinion that the 
defendants should have acted more judiciously. Before taking away the 
plaintiff by force, they ought to have insisted upon having the advice of a 
medical man that the plaintiff was insane, and incapable of taking care of 
herself, or dangerous to others. It was quite clear that, if she was not 
dangerous either to herself or others, there could be no legal justification for 
abridging her liberty in the manner in which it had been done. Under all 
the circumstances, the jury would award such compensation to the plaintiff 
for the injury done to her as they thought her fairly entitled to.—After above 
an hour’s consultation, the jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff—Damages 
£50. The foreman said the jury had requested him to mention that they did 
not attribute any unworthy or mercenary motives to either of the defendants 
in the course they pursued. 

There was also an action by the same plaintiff against one of the defend- 
ants in the above case, to recover £309. 5s. 9d., the amount of dividends 
received out of the plaintiff’s stock in the funds during the time she was 
confined at Dr. Stilwell’s. The receipt of the money was admitted, but the 
defendant claimed to be entitled to set off moneys paid by him to Dr. Stil- 
well and others during the period in which the plaintiff was in confinement. 
The question was admitted to be one of law rather than fact, and it was 
agreed, without any evidence adduced on either side, that a verdict should 
be taken for the plaintiff, subject to the opinion of the court. A verdict 
was accordingly entered for £359. 5s. 9d. 


DISTRESSING CASE. 

At Guildhall a distressed old woman, upwards of 70 years of age, applied 
to Sir G. Carroll, under the following circumstances :—The poor creature, who 
seemed in great pain, said a short time since she had been bitten by a dog in 
the most severe manner. The wound had lately become very alarming, her 
suffering was of the severest character, and, unless some means were taken 
either to destroy the animal or to provide her medical relief, she would die 


a horrible death. In answer to the alderman, she had accidentally gone Er 
a room in the house in which she lodged where the dog was kept, an ner 
sooner had she opened the door than the brute flew at her and worried By 
The owner refused her the least aid. Sir G. Carroll said the best thing id 
could do for her was to send her direct to the hospital. It was sugges ad 
that the dog ought to be destroyed, but it transpired that the magistrate ge 
no power to direct its destruction. Eventually the poor creature was - pe 
tened away to the hospital, and it was promised that the police sho 


instructed about the beast.

THE TUBULAR BRIDGE OVER THE MENAI 
STRAITS. 

Turs grand viaduct, when complete, will connect Carnaryon- 
Shire with the island of Anglesey, over the Menai Straits, at 
the Swilly Rocks, and save a considerable delay in the mails 
to and from Ireland. ‘‘ When the project,’’ as we stated in 
Sur last week’s number, ‘‘of Mr. Stephenson was first made 
Yublic, it was treated as an impossibility, and the assertions of 

® surveyor were doubted by many eminent scientific men, 
Until the principle was proved by the triumphal erection of the 

Onway ‘Tubular-bridge. The size of the Conway structure is, 

Owever, but small, and almost insignificant, when compared 
With the mighty work of the Britannia-bridge; and the diffi- 
Culties which must attend the removal of the tubes to their 
Places are much greater in the one instance than in the other, 
®$ the tide through the estuary of the Conway flows evenly 
and uninterruptedly, whilst at the Swilly Rocks it rushes, 
€xcepting for a very short interval at high water, more with 

€ impetuosity of a cataract than the flow of a river.” All 
travellers who may pass between Carnarvon and the Menai- 

ridge on the water have an admirable opportunity of inspecting 
this wonder of art. The tubes are eight in number, four of 
Which, smaller than the rest, are to be seen in course of con- 
jtuction, on scaffolding of great strength, occupying the spaces 

€tween the land-towers and the inland abutments, which are 
230 feet apart at either extremity of the bridge, two tubes being 
Placed parallel to each other, forming the roadway to and fro. 
*he four larger ones are placed together on stages, reaching 
Into the river, and covering a long distance along the Carnar- 
Yonshire shore, each measuring 472 feet in length, and weighing 
1800 tons. Three piers of masonry, of stupendous dimensions, 
the highest of which rises on the Britannia Rock, in the middle 
of the straits, some 230 feet, being about 70 feet higher than 


the arch hollowed out for the reception of the tubes, stand 
towering over the foaming waters. The traveller is also at- 
tracted by the colossal sculpture of four monster lions, which 
distinguish the entrances to the tubes—two at each end, couched 
on the summit of lofty pedestals. They contain about 8000 
cubic feet of limestone. Near to the stage on which the tubes 
are erected are eight pontoons, two of iron, and the others of 
wood, ready for floating the first tube to its resting-place 
between the pillars. ‘This has just been completed. The 
piles on which it was built have been removed, and it now 
rests on two walls of masonry, erected at either end, affording 
sufficient room for placing the immense pontoons beneath. 
Its strength has been tested with satisfactory results. Coils 
of rope cable, which will be used to guide the tube when afloat, 
by means of strong capstans fixed on the shore, have been 
brought to the spot, and experiments are being daily made by 
the parties on whom the responsibility of removal rests, to 
ensure success. The ponderous hydraulic machinery for 
raising the tube to its proper elevation is being placed in the 
archway of the towers, and the preparations in every depart- 
ment are carried on with great earnestness. The length of the 
bridge when completed will exceed a quarter of amile. On 
Tuesday the great engineering achievement was accomplished 
with extraordinary ¢clat. The engineers engaged in the ope- 
ration were up during nearly all night, such is the interest felt 
in the experiment. The great tube was floated to its destined 
resting-place. The length is exactly 470 feet, being 12 feet 
longer than the clear span between the towers, and the greatest 
span as yet attempted. This additional length is intended to 
afford a temporary bearing of six feet at each end, after they 
are raised into their places, until there is time to form the con- 
nection between them across the towers. The towers for sup- 
porting the tube are of a like magnitude with the entire work. 
‘The Great Britannia tower, in the centre of the straits, is 62 
feet by 52 feet at its base, upon the rock; its total height from 


the bottom, 230 feet ; it contains 138,625 cubic feet of limestone, 
and 144,625 of sandstone. It weighs 20,000 tons, and there 
are 387 tons of cast iron built into it in the shape of beams and 
girders. Its province is to sustain the four ends of the four 
long iron tubes, which will span the straits from shore to 
shore. ‘The total quantity of stone contained in the bridge is 
1,500,000 cubic feet. The first series of operations were com- 
pleted at half-past nine on Wednesday week; that is, the 
unparalleled exploit of depositing the tube, after one or two mis- 
adventures, which, contrasted with the magnitude of the 
labour, sank into insignificance, was accomplished, after the 
most anxious and critical toil. In addition to Mr. Stephenson, 
Captain Claxton, Mr. Clarke, Mr. Brunel, and Mr, Locke were 
on the tube, rendering valuable and unceasing assistance 
throughout the perilous process. The applause of the mul- 
titude, mingled with salutes of cannon, continued for upwards 
of half an hour after the completion of the experiment, which 
was celebrated by the engineers on the tube and pontoons in 
successive rounds of champagne. Such was the nicety of the 
arrangements, and skill and quickness of the directing power 
on the top of the tube, and the moment of its progress to the 
spot so geometrically measured, that the success of the final 
step was unerringly secured. ‘The vigorous action of a giant 
vice upon the Anglesey end of the tube, and which clinched 
its extremity and held it fast, was an important point in the 
action. The next operation, that of elevating the tube to its 
permanent position, will be accomplished as soon as possible. 
This is to be done by huge hydraulic presses of a magnitude 
commensurate with the size of the works, one cylinder alone 
being almost large enough at the entrance to contain a man 
standing, and of the ponderous weight of 40 tons. It is the 
most powerful machine ever constructed. The two end tubes 
will now be raised, and it is expected, from the rapidity of the 
movements, that this great iron highway over the straits will 
be ready for the passage.of ‘teainain the autumn, MgC.

The Calverley Hotel, Tunbridge Wells, where the Queen

The Bombay Times has the following on the loss of the 
great diamond, Koh-i-noor :—‘* Besides the Ranee Chunda, whose 
absence or presence is of little consequence now to any one, 
another Sikh relic, to which no small importance is attached, is 
said to be wanting. The Koh-i-noor, which Sir C. Napier some 
months since assured the good folk at home was on its way to her 
Majesty, is, it is said, in the hands of Goolab Singh, who took it to 
Jamoo for safety’s sake when the Sikh disturbances were at their 
wildest. The celebrated diamond, it will be remembered, is said 
originally to have adorned the peacock throne of the King of 
Delhi; itis believed by the Hindoos to have belonged to mytholo- 
gical Pandoos before it fell into the hands of the Moguls. Runjeet 
Singh extorted it from the Shah Soojah, who had received it from 
Ahmed Shah Abdulla. By him it had been taken from the tent of 
Nadir Shah after the murder of the sovereign, who had himself 
seized it at Delhi. After the death of Runjeet Singh it was taken 
possession of by Goolab Singh, who returned it, however, to 
Shere Singh soon afterwards. It is believed to be the largest 
diamond in the world; it is an inch and a half in length, and an 
inch across the base. It is valued at some millions sterling ; but 
this of allthings must be tested by the rule of yalue—just so much 
as it will bring—and there are but few sovereigns in the world who 
can afford to pay a million for a gem in these sad times for royalty.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION AND 
DRESS. 

Flounces continue to be the favourite trimming for the skirts 
of dresses. Some dresses of thin China silk have lately been 
made with narrow flounces reaching nearly to the waist, the 
flounces being put on in sets three by three, with a space 


between each set. For silk dresses the corsage is usually 

plain, made open in front, and sometimes with revers in the 

form of a pelerine ; that is to say, the revers extending round 

the back of the corsage, where it falls rather deep, and, gra- 

dually narrowing, meets in a point in front. This revers may 

be trimmed with three narrow frills. The sleeves are wide at 

the lower part of the arm, and trimmed at the ends with frills. 

Some of the most elegant dresses of the season have been 

trimmed with quillings of ribbon, instead of flounces of the 

same material as the dress. Twelve or fourteen of these 

ribbon flounces are frequently put on the skirt of a 

dress; but the-number ahauidl invariably be regulated 

by the height of the wearer. They may be ranged in 

groups of three or four together. ‘The corsages of these 

dresses are ornamented with quillings of ribbon. A 

trimming of three or four frills of ribbon up the front of 

the skirt is a simple and favourite style for walking 
dresses. 

A. ball dress, recently made in Paris for a lady of 

rank in London, was of white tulle, with three jupes. 

The first or undermost of the three jupes was composed 

of tulle de Lyons, and was trimmed with one broad 

flounce, edged with three rows of narrow white silk 

braid.

MUSICAL REVIEWS. 


12 Lezione di Canto, di Giacinto Marras. Published by Messrs. 
Leader and Cocks, 63, New Bond-street. — Signor Marras has 
conferred a great benefit upon vocal amateurs by the publication of 
this elegant and useful set of studies. The first characteristic which 

resents itself to the student is the reality of the study; each 

eing an aria; each bearing with it a sentiment, the just utterance 
of which is rendered plain by the accompanying observations and 
indications of the composer. The exercises range widely; they 
illustrate every branch of vocal art, from the grave style of the canto 
sptanato, suited to ecclesiastical music, to the brilliant cabaletta of 
the opera. Inall there is an inspiration drawn from the sentiment 
of the poetry, which is well chosen by Signor Marras, whose refined 
taste has led him to worthy sources. The examples aim at in- 
fusing into the mind of the pupils the necessity of throwing them- 
selves into the poetry of their art by poetizing their study (poetizate 
lo studio). Upon this, the advice of his own maestro, Signor Marras 
lays the utmost stress; and we think it is hardly possible to miss 
the attainment of its aim, if the excellent instructions which accom- 
pany each lezione be followed out.. We would urge upon every 
amateur of taste the perusal of the eloquent preface, or introduc- 
tory letter, of Signor Marras. ‘To him, his bellissima arte is a 
“thing of beauty—a joy for ever.’’ ‘‘ Beato chi canta,’’ he says, 
‘se gli & concesso di ben esprimere, oltre la melodia, argomenti 
nobili e toceanti, li quali si fanno strada nel cuore per via di dolcis- 
sime parole! Quanti alti ventimenti, che solo parlati hanno grande 
potue, allorché uniti alla voce musicata, e da questa perfgttamente 
cantati, vi fanno divini!’’ To attain this noble end, we know no 
abler guide than the author of these studies, who so well and grace- 
fully illustrates, in his own person, the principles which he lays 
down for the conduct of others.

braid together, making your seam as eyen as 
possible. 

._The second part of the crown is a straight 
band of paper joined bebind so as to forma 
round; make it rather lower than you want it 
to be, because it is the only part that will 
stretch much. When you have covered it 
with braid, basted round and round, begin to 
sew it first to the last row of the round 
part of the crown, then all over to the end; then baste the 
braid on the shape of the brim, and sew it like the other part, 
beginning with the narrowest part, which is to be sewn to the 
crown. When all is properly sewn, take the paper off, get the 
bonnet washed, and give it to your bonnet-cleaner, directing 
him to make the stiffening with starch, gum, and whitening, 
If properly done it will be perfectly white, and as firm as 
white chip.

LAW AND POLICE. 


THE DUKE OF BRUNSWICK v. HARMER.—LIBEL. 

CouRT OF QUEEN’s BENCH.—(Before Lord Denman and a Special Jury.)— 
This was an action brought by the Duke of Brunswick to recover com- 
pensation in damages from James Harmer, Esq., the proprietor of the 
Dispatch newspaper, tor four libels which had been ‘publishes in that paper 
concerning him. The Duke of Brunswick appeared in person to conduct 
his own ease; and Sir F. Thesiger, Q.C., Mr. Sergeant Talfourd, and Mr. 
Martin, appeared for the defendant.—The Duke of Brunswick read a long 
speech to the Jar in which, after commenting upon the libels which had 
appeared against him in the Satirist newspaper, proceeded to say that the 
first libel in the Dispatch of which he complained was dated the 19th of Sep- 
tember, 1830, which referred to the duke seeking refuge in England, and 
called him a *‘ wretch” and a ‘‘ monster,” and stated that he had been 
justiy expelled from his dominions by his subjects, whom he had outraged. 
The other libels were dated the 3rd of Oct., 1847, the 10th of Oct., 1847, the 
26th of Sept., 1847, and the 12th of March, 1848, which alleged that the 
duke was a tyrant who had outraged the feelings of his subjects, had violated 
the laws, and had broken open private letters, &c. &c.—The jury retired, 
and, after being absent for about twenty minutes, returned into court, and 
stated they found for the plaintiff—Damages £500. 


THE AGAPEMONISTS.—A LADY NAMED NOTTIDGE wv. RIPLEY 
AND ANOTHER. 

Court OF EXCHEQUER, WESTMINSTER, Monday, June 25.—( Before the 
Lord Chief Baron.)—Mr. Cockburn, Q.C., and Mr. M. Smith, conducted the 
case for the plaintiff; Sir F. Thesiger, Q.C., Mr. Crowder, Q.C., and Mr. 
Bovill, appeared for the defendants.—Mr. Cockburn, in stating the plaintiff’s 
case, said that it involved circumstances of the most serious and painful 
character. The plaintiff,a maiden lady, past the meridian of life, came 
before the jury to complain of the conduct of the defendants, one her brother 
and the other her trustee, for having confined her in a lunatic asylum with- 
out any justification whatever. (The defendants pleaded, first, not guilty; 
and, secondly, that the plaintiff was a dangerous lunatic.) The plaintiff 
(Miss Nottidge) was in possession, in her own right, of a sum of £6000 
invested in the public funds. She was residing, in the latter part of the 
year 1846, at Rose-hill, in Suffolk, with her mother. She had three sisters— 
one married a Mr. Cobb, the other a Mr. Price, and the third a Mr. Thomas. 
In the year named she had been on a visit to her sisters, and accompanied 
them from Weymouth to Taunton, from thence to Exeter, and ultimately 
they took up their residence at Spaxton and Charlidge. It appeared that 
Mr. Price, Mr. Cobb, and Mr. ‘Thomas adopted and adhered to certain 
peculiar religious notions, in which, however, they did not stand by any 
means alone. The plaintiff held similar opinions. ‘The sect or community to 
which these gentlemen belonged was at one time known by the appellation 
of ‘* The Lampeter Brethren,” but they had at length established themselves 
at Charlidge, and the establishment, which was large and respectable, was 
called Agapemone, or the ‘ Abode of Love.” There were an attorney and 
fifty or sixty people living in the Agapemone. There were horses and 
carriages for the use of the inmates. The Agapemonists considered the 
world would shortly be at an end, and all they did tothe glory of God. It 
appeared that the lady (the plaintiff) had been, against her own forcible 
remonstrances, taken away from Charlidge to the lunatic asylum.—Sir F, Pol- 
lock, in summing up, said it appeared to him to have been conceded upon all 
sides that the verdict must be for the plaintiff. The only question for the 
jury was the amount of damages. He was certainly of opinion that the 
defendants should have acted more judiciously. Before taking away the 
plaintiff by force, they ought to have insisted upon having the advice of a 
medical man that the plaintiff was insane, and incapable of taking care of 
herself, or dangerous to others. It was quite clear that, if she was not 
dangerous either to herself or others, there could be no legal justification for 
abridging her liberty in the manner in which it had been done. Under all 
the circumstances, the jury would award such compensation to the plaintiff 
for the injury done to heras they thought her fairly entitled to.—After above 
an hour’s consultation, the jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff—Damages 
£50. The foreman said the jury had requested him to mention that they did 
not attribute any unworthy or mercenary motives to either of the defendants 
in the course they pursued. 

There was also an action by the same plaintiff against one of the defend- 
ants in the above case, to recover £359. 5s. 9d., the amount of dividends 
received out of the plaintiff's stock in the funds during the time she was 
confined at Dr, Stilwell’s. The receipt of the money was admitted, but the 
defendant claimed to be entitled to set off moneys paid by him to Dr. stil- 
well and others during the period in which the plaintiff was in confinement. 
The question was admitted to be one of Jaw rather than fact, and it was 
agreed, without any evidence adduced on either side, that a verdict should 
be taken for the plaintiff, subject to the opinion of the court. A verdict 
was accordingly entered for £359. 5s. 9d.
